The War Spirit Is PerTading Resi-

dents of Yokohama.

Chinese Inflamed to Outrage by
Placards Cable Nm.

YOKOHAMA, Aug. 27.-- The war feel-
ing here Is growing more Intense every
day, and there is a great, popular de-

mand for the transfer of the warlike
operations from Corea to China.

LONDON. Aug. 27. Advices that have
reached here from China show that the
maltreatment of English women mis-

sionaries In Canton was due to the post-

ing of placards accusing foreigners of a
desire to poison all the Chinese to re- -
lenge the loss of friends by the plague
in Hong Kong. The placards said:

"Chinese female convicts and foreign
devil-wome- on the pretext of curing
the plague, have spead broadcast poison-
ous scent-bag- s. The Chinese must not
be deceived by them."

Elootien Board Bill
Ordered to Third Beading.

Constitutional Convention Amends
Pertloas of tho Act.

(Dy Associated Press )

ALBANT, N. Y., Aug. here was
a very light attendance this morning In
the Constitutional Convention, und no
clergyman appeared to offer up the
usual prayer.

The Bpeclal order was Sir. Lauter-bach- 's

amendment providing that the
election boards shall be ap-

pointed In the same manner In the
' country as In the. cities, that Is, two Re-

publicans anl two Democrats.
He offered a substitute exempting the

towns (at the suggestion of Mr. Dick-
ey) where there is but one election
district. Mr. Dickey thought thut the
town ofllcers should be allowed to
continue their duties as election ofll-
cers, and believed that If their func-
tions w?ere token from them, they
might .revolt and defeat the submitted
amendments.

Mr. Dean said that the amendment
was to hU mind a fatal mistake. "It
would," he said, "throw into the hands
of Tom Piatt Or Edward Murphy and
Sheehan't, committees the right to de-

clare what faction could control the
elections."

Mr. Andrew H. Green, of New York,
moved that the Committee rise and
ask leave to sit again, so that the sub-

stitute could be printed, and the mem-
bers be given a chance to examine It.

The amendment was lost and the dis-

cussion continued.
Mr. Lauterbach wanted the bill

amended so as to not apply to town
meetings where all votes were cast at
one election district, and also excepting
village elections. He accepted a further
amendment of Mr. Abbott that the ex-
emption should not apply to towns or
Villages where there were more than
one election district. The amendment
was adopted.

The amendment, as Anally adopted by
the Committee and sent to third reading,
Is as follows:

All laws creatine, regulatlcr. or sffertlnc boards
or officers charged wlin the duties ot reclsterlns
votes or of distributing ballots to votere al the
polls, or of recelvlos. recordist or counting votes
al elections, shall secure equal representation ot
the tvo political parllea vthtch al the general
election preceding that for nleh such boards or
sfllcera are to serve cast the highest and Ibe next
highest number of votee. All such taenia
shall be appointed or elected In auch manner and
upou the nomination of auch representative of
said partlss respectively as tbs Legislature may
direct. Kxlstlng laws on this subject shall con.
tlnue until the beglalature ahall otherwise

Tule section shall not apply to lowi. meet-
ings or village elections.

The Democratic memebers of the
Committee on Cities y presented u
minority scheme of city government
based on Mr. Mulqueen's proposed
amendment. It provides that all cities
are classified according to the last
State enumeratlonFlrst-clas- s cities hav-
ing a population of 2&0.000 or more; secon-

d-class cities, less than 250,000 and of
more than 50.000; third-clas- s Includes
all other cities.

The Legislature shall enact Governmen
laws for the Government and cities, so
that all cities ot the same class shall
possess like privileges and be subject to
like restrictions.

Such laws shall Include In their provi-
sions) that the electors of every city
shall elect a Mayor vested with the
chief executive authority and a Common
Council vested with sole legislative au-
thority to legislate for all city purposes.

BRITANNIA TO LAY UP.

Prince of WaleB Withdraws His
Yacht from All Regatta?.

The Goulds Will Insist that She

Defend the Capo May Cup.

Howard Will Take a 20-Rnt- er

Over Next Year.

TORQUAY, Aug. 27.-- The Prince ot
Wules's cutter Britannia has been
scratched for the regatta here, and the
big race, consequently, has been aban-
doned. It la understood that the with-
drawal of Britannia is due to the
drowning accident of Saturday last, by
which the chief officer and the caterer
of Britannia lost their lives.

WEYMOUTH, Aug. 27. Capt. Carter,
commander of Britannia, has received a
telegraphic message from her owner,
the Prince of Wales, Instructing him
not to race Britannia again this season
In any of thd regattas. The action of
the Prince of Wales Is due to the ac-

cident by which, on Saturday last. Chief
OMIcer Simons and Caterer Roper, of
Britannia, and Engineer Brookman, of
the Bteam yacht Tabu ra, were drowned.

As already cabled. Chief Officer Simons
and his companions left the Prince of
Wales's cutur for the shore, on Satur-
day, In a dingy. A heavy gale was
blowing at the time, and the men had
considerable difficulty In handling the
boat. They tried to put back, but dur-
ing a rain squall the dingy was lost
sight of, and yesterday morning she was
picked up, floating bottom up. As noth-
ing has since been heard of the three
men. It is concluded that they were
drowned.

The Prince of Wales, In his telegram
to Cupt. Carter, added thut unless Vigi-

lant Insists upon racing for the Cape
May cup, Britannia Is to lay up for
the Winter.

After the race for the Cape May Cup
Vigilant will be laid up. probably at
Southampton. The Goulds do not antici-
pate taking her to the Medltarranean,
as It Is a long Journey there, and she
Is only eligible to enter three or four
races.

Regarding the yachting season of 1K,
Mr. Howard Gould remarked:

"I exppct to come over hero next year
with u new Herreshoff twenty-rate- r. The
matter Is not definitely settled, but that
Is my present Intention. Of course, If

there Is a challenge Issued for the Amer-
ica's Cup things may be more lively at
home, and It Is probable that I shall re-

main there, as it Is quite likely that my
brother George w 111 build a cup defender.
As for myself. I am satisfied that there
Is much more sport to be had here out
of a twenty-rate- r than out of any other
boat,"

Mr. Gould was asked If his new yacht
would have a centreboard, to which he
replied:

"Of course. I suppose so. An Ameri-
can boat must have a centreboard, al-

though they are often In the way here."

Howard Gould was Informed of the
substance of the despatch sent by the
Prince of Wales to Capt. Carter. Mr.
Gould said:

"So far as the Cape May Cup la con-

cerned Vigilant will certulnly Insist
upon contesting for It. As 1 understand
the conditions, Britannia must defend It.
fihe cannot transfer that privilege to
Hatanlta without the consent of the' New
York YJcht Club. If Britannia does not
sail sgalnst us she must give up the
cup."

In regard to the immediate future,
Mr. Gould tald that he doubted very
much whether he would send Vigilant
to take part In the West Coast regattas
with Britannia absent.

RODE OVER A GLIFF TO DEftTH.

Fireman Lea's Fatal Drivt in the
Oatskill Mountain.

Horse, Wagon and Mast Plunged
Into a Fearful Chasm.

Full particulars of the manner In
which Assistant Foreman John J. Leo,
of Engine Company No. 4, met his death,
while spending his vacation In the Cat-sklH- a,

were received by Chief Engineer
Dale, of the Brooklyn Fire Department,
this morning. Leo left Brooklyn on
Aug. IS, and was expected to return to
duty morning.

I Last Thursday, whUe out driving, he
I was thrown down a steep embankment,
together with his horse and wagon, and
was Instantly killed. The horse, by a
curious chance, escaped with a few
scratches. The story of Leo's ride to
death Is told by Frank Cole, an under-
taker, of Cairo, Greene County, N, Y.

Leo was stopping at the Mattlce
House, East Windham. On Thursday he
drove over to the Grand View House,
where he stopped for a short time to
view the scenery. Then he told some ac-
quaintances that he was going over to
Butt & Lamoreaux's hotel.

To reach It he had to travel over a
narrow road which ran Into the main
road at a sharp angle. Alongside the
main road Is a sharp declivity. Some
persons say that It Is 200 feet deep and
others estimate the distance at 100 feet.
Both roads are very steeep.

It Is supposed that Leo's horse tookfright as he was going toward the main
road, and ran away. On reaching the
turn, he was unable to stop the ani-
mal' and as the wagon swung around
the course, one wheel cleared the edge
of the road, and the horse, wagon and
Its contents were dashed down the hill-
side.

Anlbel Butts witnessed the accident,
and went to Leo's assistance, but be
was dead. The body was' embalmed by
Undertaker Cole and sent tn Brooklyn.

Leo's funeral took place yesterday
from his late home, 103 Hamilton av-
enue.

WIDOWED AND PENNILESS.

Sad PI la-li-t of Mrs. Gfellnr and Iler
Two Helpless Babies.

Of the many pathetic cases of mis-
fortune which are so plentiful In a
great city, that of Mrs. Alfred Gfellar
Is especially noticeable.
